"Car . and his allies ought to have known 
tiiat the use of sudi subversive metiiods could 
not sully the issue of the holding at the U.S. 
spies in Iran," the militan t^ statement said. 

The gunmen in London let two dea±- 
threat ^adlines pass and freed a hostage 
Thursday, the secon be released since the 

siege began Wec:;,^day. They aUowed 
br^kfast to be passed through to the hos- 
tages Friday morning. 

T alks, whidi had broken off for a few hours 
during the night, resumed by telephone and 
through windows. Police said they would go 
"slowly, slowly." About 50 Iranian students 
opposing the embassy seizure resumed their 
demonstratiem about 250 meters from the 
embassy, coding a poster of Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Ruhc^lah Khomeini behind dou- 
ble police barricades. 

The demonstrators, who had dashed with 
police Thursday, spent the night huddled 
together in blankets and sleeping bags. Many, 
looking pale and drawn, drifted away. Police 
are not allowing them to return to tiieir iso- 
lated demMistration site. Before resuming 
their demonstration they exercised. Jogging 
and dcMUg push-ups to keq> warm. 

Tehran radio, calling the seizure a "plot" 
by the CIA and British intelligence, quoted 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr as saying 
Iran would not submit to blackmail. " We are 
prepared to accept the martyrdom of our 
brothers in England." 

Iran’s Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotb- 
zaddb warned that an equal number of Ira- 
nian Arab prisoners whom the gunmen want 
freed would be tried and execu^ if any hos- 
tages in London were harmed, the radio 
re^Hjited.

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Riyadh project provides drinking water

RIYADH, May 2 — The dfy of Riyadh 
undertaken a multibiilion riyai projea to 
provide the dty with drinking water from 
andeot aquifiers in Eastern Arabia. 

The planners and engineers for Riyadh's 
water are ^hting a ruoning battle to spread 
and inqirove the distribution network since 
they are pitted agpinst die dfys rapid expan- 
9on,arq>oitinS0adfauMess magazine said 
Friday. However, the report adds that 
theoretically widiin three years the dfy wil l 
be tapping enough water for a population 
three times its current size. 

In 1961, a new 62-well field will begin 
milling 200,000 culnc meters a day of water 


in the Wasia aquifer, which will be pumped 
110 kilometers west to Riyadh. The year 
after that, the Saline Water Conversion Cor- 
poratioD's mammoth Jubail II desalination 
plant is expected to begin sending 410.000 
cubic meters a day tbroi^ a twin, 464- 
kiiometer pipeline reaching from the Gulf to 
Riyadh. The pipeline will eventually be able 
to cany 830,000 cubic meters of desalted 
water a day. 

Two 60,000 cubic meters-a-day well fields 
have been mtroduced into the system in the 
last two years. Both mine the Minjtir aquifer, 
hfinjur is already the source for 90 per cent of 
the traditional well dotted around the dt/s 
outskirts. 


The report also states that these projects 
are now supplying Riyadh with 254,000 cubic 
meters a day. Nooiy says the Nfinistiy 
to provide 3 W liters a^yfor every person in 
Riyadh in'l983, wheo~tfae city will have a 
population now forecast at 1.5 million. With 
the introduction of water from Wasia and the 
Gulf, however, 1983 could see Riyadh with 
enoi^ water supply for a d^ of 2.S miUioiL 
The population is not expect^ to readi that 
si ze nn& 2020, the report adds. 

However, the Sm£ Business rqrorts says 
that such an overview of the situation is sup- 
erfidal since it belies the risk of aquifer deple- 
tion.

sive, costiy waste inherent in an unregulated 
conaimer system spawned in the days of 
undersupply. 

Riyadh's buildings and houses have sub- 
stantial imdeigrouod water tanks, usually 
of concrete. In the past mtinkaaiti water 
supply could only build enough pressure to 
supply areas of foe dfy one day in three, in 
part because of the drainage of private reser- 
voirs. These can also take the available 
tanker loads of water from private wells. The 
private reservdra are qten poorly con- 
structed or simply old. Some fail to switdi off 
inmmirtg supjpUes. \vben full. Estimates (rf 
waste from the leakage run as high as 25 per 
cent of municipal supplies. Mulfommad ibn 
Brahim A! Karim, foe Riyadh Sewerage and 
WaterDepartmenfsdirector of water. lOper 
cent is more likely. 

Water engineers say that without this 
drainage from private tanks, even current 
supplies and pressure would probably be 
adequate for full-time service, cutting foe 

neai for tanks at all. 

There are no coosiructioD regulations, 

although foe water department can and does 
reftise tosui^ly water tofaulfy tanks and also 
advises on foeir repair or the conscructioa 
new ones, Karim said. 

But there is little consumer incentive to 
conserve or invest in reservoir repair. Water's 
price is fixed by foe Council of Mimsteis at 25 
halalas per cubic meter, ^fo construction, 
operations and maioteoance. Karim esti- 
mates the real cost as high as 8 to 10 riyaisper 
cubic meter.

President Carter's dioice of Senator Muskie as a replace- 
ment for outgoing Secretary of State Cyrus Vance points to a 
return by the Americans to diplomatic and economic means 
for the release of the hostages. Cartel's statement in his press 
ccHiference before that* showed this also clearly* when he said 
that America will escalate its economic sanctions againstlran. 

Muskie's appointment comes to allay worries that Vance's 
'departure will mean the defeat of the more moderate wing in 
the U.S. administration. As it is, a known moderate will 
replace the outgoing one. The tougher trend represented by 
National Securi^ Adviser Bizezinski will therefore not have 
things all its own way. 

Yet despite his dovish views, Muskie has supported the 
military attempt to rescue the hostages, and echoed Carter's 
statement to the effect that it was Iran's intransigence which 
led Washington to resort to this extreme measure. This, 
according to both Carter and his new secretary of state, was 
the only way to end the crisis so that relations with Iran coold 
be once more normalized. 

This has been the administration's constant theme. Rela- 
tions with Iran have to be normalized as soon as possible for 
two reasons. The fost is to avoid the spread of the uncertainty 
created by the hostage crisis into beyond Iran’s borders; and 
the second to forestall any possible gains the Soviet Union and 
its allies migh t make in Iran and elsewhere, as a result of the 
situation. 

If direct military intervention is ruled out, economic sanc- 
tions hrom the United States and its allies are the only weapons 
in Carter’s hands. But* even assuming that they can be made 
effective, they will take a long time to show re^ts. America 
might be tempted to augment them by exploiting the present 
chaotic situation in Iran* with the minorities dissected with 
the central authority, and with deep political schisms running 
deep and wide throi^out the countiy. 

Yet the Americans know that whatevershort-term gain will 
accrue from that will be nullified in the long run by the abiding 
enmity of the Iranians. In fact, the U.S. administration is 
saying that it wants a quick solution to the aisis so that the 
relations between the two countries do not suffer permanent 
damage. 

*0115 means that, in addition to whatever economic sanc- 
tions the Ameri cans will be able to impose, mediation will be 
the only other means available. And here only some countries 
of the Islamic and Third worlds can help, since Western 
Europe had already lined up behind the United States. 



When Carter saw rescue bid worth the risk

WASHINGTON — 

It was a frustrated, disappnnted and angry presi- 
dent who tunied to the option of a military rescue 
two weeks ago. 

He knew it was a gamble, according to his closest 
advisers, but he felt the time had come. In the end it 
was a matter of weighing the consequences of fail- 
ure against the dianccs of once and for all endiiig 
the 5V2-month nightmare. 

In January, he had dismissed the possibility of a 
commando rescue operation as dangerous and 
hopeless. By Friday. April 1 1, Jimmy Carter had 
come to believe that it was feasible and sound and 
worth the risk, according to top aides. And the 
element of surprise — the crudal. critical ingredient 
of any commando operation — was finally there. 
Nobody expected iL Not in Washington. Not in 
Tehran. 

To European diplomats it was a foolish risk with 
the gravest of consequences. They still believed 
there was a chance of a compromise. And many saw 
it as a matter of only 53 persons. World wars should 
be started for tngger stakes, they said. 

But Jimmy Carter operates on a different timet- 
able and from a different perqTcctive. He had tried 
the peaceful way. Ithad not worked Indeed, he had 
huiniliated himself and his nation time and again in 
the vain hope that Iran's elected leaders could com- 
plete a deal. And as each promised de;^ crumbled, 
his political standing sank. The final straw came 
when he called an extraordinary 7 a.m. news con- 
ference on April 1 (the day of the Wisconan prim- 
ary) to announce that the militants were ready to 
turn the hostages over to the governraenL Hours 
later that deal, too, coUqiseil 

“The presidents feeling was that this was the 
next best option. He came to that position reluc- 
tantly and over a long period,” 3 senior advisersaid. 
“He was more disappointed than angry. Disap- 
pointed that the Iranians could not deliver. Disap- 
pointed that after five months his attempts to setde 
the situation peacefully had not work^." 

The balance sheet c^d be attractive. Conader 
the arguments made to Carter for moving ahead: 

— Ayatollah Khomeini was now talking of July as 
a possible time of resolution. 

— The situation in Tehran itself was deteriorat- 
ing rapidly, with leftist and rightist and separatist 
groups fitting each other. 

— Diplomacy bad failed. 

— The ocher options — the economic boycott 
and the military blockade — were unattractive. 

— The Europeans were extremely reluctant to go 
along with the boycott because of their need for 
Iranian oil and because they do not believe sucb 
sanctions would be effective. And they f^red that a 
blockade would throw the Gulf area — from which 
60 per cent of Europe's ofl comes — into turmoil. 

— A rescue would be qmck. Sanctions or a 
boycott could take months to iaqslement. 

— The rescue operation did not require any other 
nation's cooperation, with die exception of a need 
for a staging area. 

— Technically, the project seemed far more feas- 
ible than ithad earlier in the year. The spedai forces 
had been gatiieied and trained over the last four 
months and the military leaders, finally believed 
they had deiised a plan that would work. And 
again, there was the element of surprise. 

By mid- April all these arguments were presang 
on Carter, according to his mdes. From his perspec- 
tive, more patience would give the appearance of 


weakness. 

In fact, by mid- April there was time pressure on 
Carter. If tile project was to work it bad to be 
carried out before the heat and sandstorms and Jong 
days and short nights of Iranian summer. The 
helicopters would not lift neariy as well in the high 
heat of the desert, military sources said. And the 
oi^ts would soon be too short to provide adequate 
cover. By mid-May it would probably be too late. 
Caner was told. 


The negatives, however, could not be ignored. If 
the project failed they would include: 

— A catastrophic loss of face in the region — a 
region in whidi the Soviet Union (in Afghanistan) 
had recently given an ample demonstration of 
power if not finesse and deixncy. 

— The wasting of the Tong-t^eatened militaxy 
option. 

— A possible Soviet gsun in Iran and possibly 
other Islaoiic states. 


— A split with the allies who were finally adopt- 
ing economic sanctions against Iran to avoid brew- 
ing the alliance and to stop the United States from 
wlmt th^ believed, woold be a dangerous use of 
force. 

— A setback for chances of a negotiated settle-^ 
menL 

— The possibili^ timt once the dipiomatic hos- 
tages wefe out, Ae iramans would seize other 
Americans, iodudiog the many U.S. jcwmalists still 
in Iran. 

CX course, if the assumption was tiiat the c^ra- 
tion would work, then the argument against it did 
not seem quite so dangerous. And Imagine if it did 
work: until the helicopter foilures, it had been plan- 
ned in detail “We were all convinced that if and 
when the rescue cqxeration had been commenced 
that h had an excellent chance of success,” Carter 
said • 

But now Carter must deal witii the missioa's fail- 
ure, politically and internatio^y. Foreign cfip- 


iomats said that America's loss of pres tige ^ 
vital Gulf area was serious. It comes at a time 
American capability and American resolye.'^ 
severely cpiestionedL How is it possible, 
asked, Aat the most advanced technology f 

could lose three of ei^t helicopters on -*/ 
fli^t? Why was it, some asked, that the presk. .

And what incentive will the Eurc^ieais have .

The talk of allied ss 
tions in mid- May was an effective decoy, but 
that be appreciated by the Europeans? 

As the hosts^ crisis enters its sixth month, 
once again entering a new [tiiase. And still tiie 
no apparent end in sight.

India- Bangladesh row over giant canal plan

NEW DELHI - 


A row is threatened between India and Banglad- 
esh over Mrs. GandhTs plans to build a canal Iti^g 
two of the worlcf s great rivers, the Ganges and the 
Brahmaputra. 

Because the canal would enable India to control 
nearly the whole of Bangladesh's vi'atcr suj^ly. the 
proposal is bound to lead to frantic rival lobbying of 
aid donors like the United States and the World 
Bank by tbc rival nations. 

The canal, twice as long and six times as vo'de as 
Suez, would rank as one ^ the worlcf s biggest ever 
engineering projects and would create huge ecolog- 
ical changes. 

The proposal has already been discussed at con- 
fidenti^ t^ks between officials of India and Bang- 
ladesh. 

India envisages a canal running for 200 miles 
from Jogigfaopa on the Brabmaputra in Assam to 
Farakka on the Ganges in West Bengal. It wcxild be 
half-a-mile wide and 30ft deep and would run for 
70 miles through Bangladesh, altiiough both ends 
wcMild be in India. 

India has long dreamed of a canal to irrigate the 
arid west. Some Indian officials are even making 
plans to turn desert Rajasthan into fertile land. 

But the dream could turn into a nightmare for 
Bangladesh, the most densely populated and almost 
the poorest country in tiie worid. 

As an example of the opening pressure tactics of 
New Delhi. India has said tiiat the minimum water 
flow of the Brahmaputra is 120.000 cusecs ^cutac 
feet per secemd) and that 1 00,000 of this should be 
put into the canal and made available for India. 

The effect on Bangladesh would be devastating. 
Rivers crisscrossing the delta re^on could lx 
reduced to a trickle, leaving miliions of poor peas- 
ants without water. 

So highly charged is the issue in Bangladesh that 
President Zzaur Rahman would be in deep trouble 
if he agreed merely to conader India’s plans.

the Israeli scorn of intemation^ 
values and resolutions.

Arabs will have to out a dear 
strategy on dqilomatic, economic 
and military plains widiin the 
framework cd toeir solidarity and 
a sfnrit (d joint action. 

Dealing with die Kingdom's 
stances, Okaz said in an editorial 
that Saudi Arabia already has 
made it dear that peaceful condi- 
tions could be fouiid only after the 
Israeli withdrawal from the Arab 
territories it occupied in 1967 and 
a guarantee of the legitimate 
rights of the people of Pidestine.

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Russians launch 
new spy satellite 


WASHINGTON. May 2 (AP) — Hie 
Soviet Union has laundied a new spy satellite 
into ^ce. apparently equipped to monitor 
U.S. ship movements in the Gulf region. 

U.S. adnunistration sources, co^rmiag 
the iaundi from an undisclosed site, said 
Thursday a complaint would be registered 
with the United Nations outer space commit- 
tee where the Soviets have stymied efforts 
the United States to rcadi an mtemalioti^ 
agreement concerning reconnaissance satel- 
lites. 

The satellfte. laundied Tueday. is a twin of 
the one carrying a nudear reactor that 
crashed in Canada in January 1 978 scattering 
radioactivity over a wide area. 

The sources, who asiced not to be iden- 
tified, said there was no imminent danger of 
another aeddent, but the United States was 
nonetheless concerned about the (aundi. 

“We felt, to put it mildly, that uliile we 
were working at Che United Nations, they 
would not pat up such a satellite," an ofSdal 
said. 

“The satellite definitely is not civilian in 
nature," said a source. Rather, he said, it is a 


reoooiiaissaDce orintelljgence-gatfaexiiigsatel- 
Ihe. 

The sources were iinwiUing to discuss any 
specific military ramificatioiB laondi- 
ing, but it is known the Soviets are eager to 
track as dosely as possible the militaiy steps 
taken by the United States in response to the 
Soviets' occupation of Af ghanistan . 

Last week, a militaiy conunandoopeiation 
designed to rescue the American bost^es in 
Iran was aborted in a preliminary stage. 

The United States now has a total of 37 
navy ships in the Indian Ocean- Arabian Sea, 
a record total since President Jimmy Carter 
ordered a permanent naval presence in those 
waters as a result of the turmoil in the Gulf 
area. 


Four of tibese U.S. sh4>s are aircraft car- 
riers, the heart of the na^^s striking power. 

However, by mid-mooA. the total of U.S. 
naval vessels there is due to decrease again as 
two carriers, the Nindtz and the Coral Sea, 
start back for their home ports cm the east and 
West coasts of the Unit^ States, along widi 
escorting frigates and desroyeis.

Salvador gunfights kill 20 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, May 2 
( AP) ^ A riot and gunfights between leftist 
guerrillas and government troops left more 
than 20 dead in Santa Ana. 72 km west of 
here, residents there have said. The dead 
reportedly included eight policemen and 
fiiree national guardsmen. 

A police ^kesman acknowledged there 
were victims, but claimed he had no details of 
the W^inesday night inddent and couki not 
confirm the number of dead. Reports from 
some residents said the guerrillas were repel- 
led when trying to storm a police station. 

Zd another development, six hooded men 
barged into the Centro de Emergenda 
sbo^y before aooa and shot dead two uni- 
veraty students in their ho^tal beds, a 
qxskesmaa for the medical fricOity said. The. 
(>ntro is a private clinic that caters to tiie 
wealtiiy. 

The spokesman, who requested anonym- 
ity, identified the students as Ernesto Flores, 
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24, and Alfredo Gonaalez, 26. He the 
two had been admitted five days eariier with 
bullet wounds. He said the attackers used 
guns equipped with silencers. He described 
the killi^ as esecution style. ” 

A police spokesman questioned by repor- 
ters said be had no information on the hospi- 
tal slayings. The Centro ^kesman refill 
to give details. 

Ave thousand leftists observed Interna- 
timial Labor Day by mardiing in downtown 
San Salvador in defiance of a government ban 
on demonstrations, but polu» said there was 
no violence. 

The demonstrators carried banners witii 
Mandst inscriptions and shouted “ SodaP 
ism ? " " Victory ? '* and Insurrection 1 ” 
but voided aoafroatation with militaiy pat- 
rols nearby. 

Two blocks from the main rallyiqg poiiit, 
three persons were wounded in a gunfi^t 
outside the central market A police sperfees- 
man said the inddent “ apparently had 
nothing to do with the mardi. ** 

The mardiers dispersed shcntly after mid- 
day. leaving the streets of San Salvador, a dty 
of 300,000 residents, deserted. 

Stor^ businesses and goverament offices 
were closed because of the May Day holiday, 
and most people stayed famne- fearing a 
incurrence of the violence that has been tear- 
ing at this in^veiished Central American 
nation of 4.5 nulUon peopte. 

Police and heavily armed troops, some iij 
jeep, patrolled the streets. The mardi was 
called by the revolutionary coordinating 
committee of the masses, an umbreOa oigan- 
izatioo of leftist activists and guerrillas intent 
on overthrowing the ruling civilian-imtitaiy 
junta.

This will bring the Kuwaiti surcharge on 
crude sales ouside contractual Itfdogs to $ 8 
per barrel. The official price is$ 27.5 a barrel. 

British Petroleum and Gulf have signed 
contracts to buy 75.000 barries a day each 
and Shell 175.000 barrels a day effective 
April 1 , at the offleial price. BP and Gulf are 
allowed to buy an additional 75.000 barrels a 
day each, and Shell 100,000 barrels a day 
with a $ 5.5 a barrel surdiaige. 

The paper quoted the sources as saying 
Kuwait decided on the extra surdtarge ^tei 
several countries in the Gulf area imposed a$ 
10 surcharge on their official prices. The 
countries were not named. 

The report could not be immediately ver- 
ified with the Kuwaiti oil ministry. 

In Caracas, Venezuela raised export jmees 
of medium-and high-sulfur content residual 
fuel oil Thursday up to $ 1.10 a 42-gallon 
barrel, the Eoeigy Ntinistry announced. 

The increase followed two reductions in 
Mardi and April when North American 
demand fortbe mels was slack. They are used 
mainly forelectric power generation, fueling 
industrial plants and headr^ large apartment 
buildings.

Furthermore, d» Somalis want the United 
States to supply modem air defense weapons 
soch as die Oi^mrEal antiaircraft missOe and 
the mobile Vulcan antiafrezaft gun as part of 
the aid agreCTest, items tiiat' could add to 
concern amoog other African nations already 
nervous overfte actions of Somali president, 
Muhammad Slad Barre.

MADRID. May 2 (AFP) — Argentinian 
Raoul Castronovo was all^edly inter- 
mediax>' in the Spanish mat^-fixing scandal 
winch is threatening to become as serious as 
the sensational Toto Nero scandal currently 
roddng football in Italy. 

Cashonovo. who denies that he was 
involved, has been temporarily suspended by 
the competition committee of the Spanish 
Football Federation following talks witii 
Malaga player Jose Orozoco. 

In last Sunday's first-division relegation 
dash between the already doomed A^aga 
and struggling- to-survivc Salamanca, the vis- 
iting Salamanca team won easily 3-0. thus 
easing their fears of the drop, but at die end of 
the maidi the home fans screamed. “ sell out. 
Sell out. " 

Orozoco said be telephoned him two times 
to ask liim to “ fix ** the match. 

In recent statements, Orozoco said he rec- 
ognized Castronovo's voice in a telephone 
test organized by the competition committee. 
Castronovo has said “ there was a third per- 
son who used my name. ” 

However. Spanish Footballers Assodation 
lawyer Carbera Bayan said Castronovo tcrid 
him on the telephone Monday that he bad 
telephoned Orozoco to use him as an inter- 
mediaiy to urge Malaga to lose to Salamanca. 

" For me. this affair is very clear. Cas- 
tronovo sincerely told me he was involved, 
but we must now discover who is behind all 
tins. '* said the lawyer. 

Observers aow believe there definitely was 
some attempted corruption, at least for the 
MaJaga-Salamanca match. 

In the drcles of the competition commit- 
tee, the possibility that other Malaga players 
accepted the propositions has bot been dis- 
missed. 

The competition committee has called two 
other Mala^ players testify Monday : goalie 
Pedro Cor^ and defensive player Jose Diaz 
Macias.

106th Kentucky Derby today 


LOUISVILLE. Keotud^, May 2 (AFP) 
— WiA none of the 13 starters unbeaten this 
year, today’s 106th Kentndgr Derby borse 
race at CAurdiiil Downs loidES unusually 
open. 

Pocally-bred Rockhill Native, ridden by 
John Ogr, is the nearest to a favorite at 8-5, 
but most race watchers e^qiect a horse with 
longer odds to triumph from the field of 12 
colts and one filly. 

The colt, last year’s top two year-old, has 
had four wins and two third places from s« 
starts this year. However, his staying power 
for the mile and a quarter clastic, the fi^ leg 
of the Triple Crown for tiiree year-olds, is 
questioned. He is drawn sixth. 

The other triple Crown races are the

Youth rally stuns Kabul 


NEW DELHI. May 2 ( Agencies) ~ Kabul 
was tense Friday after farther aoti- 
?ovemment demonstrations by snidenis and 
»uhoolchidren Thursday, travelers arriring 
from the Afghan capital said. 

One traveler said estimates of demons- 
trators killed in dashes widi Afghan security 
forces during the past week varied from 1 S to 
60. 

The travelers, who asked not to be named, 
said tiere were fewer demonstrators Thurs- 
day than on previous days but security con- 
tinued to be tight. Road approaches to the 
Khana-I-Khalq (People’s House) palace in 
tile center of the dty were closed. 

Students and schooldiildren took to the 
street, riiouting slogans against Afghan Pres- 
ident Babrak Karmal and the Soviet Union, 
which has an estimated 110,000 troops in 
Afghanistan, according to the Press Trust of 
India news agency. 

Another traveler said some Afghan sol- 
diers cried when confronted with demonstrat- 
ing schoolgirls who said why don' t you kyi us? 
We are prepared to die. Our men have sold us

Last February huge crowds of people pro- 
testing against Soviet military presence in 

Afghanistan were believed to h^e been lol- 
led or wounded in clashes with security 
forces. 

May Day Thursday was public hcdiday in 
Af^anistan but most pec^le stayed at borne, 
one traveler said, sdiools. triiidi remained 
dosed Friday because of the Muslim holy 
day, were expected to reopen Saturday. 

T raveleis said there were large movements 
of tanks and armored perscxmel carriers at 
night when Soviet troops, scarce in town dur- 
ing da}time, are believed to be in ftiU diaige 
of security'. 

Curfew, in force in Kabul since the Marx- 
ists seized power two years ago, runs from 1 i 
p.m. to 4.30 a.m. 

The only known Soviet casualty during the 
Thursday dashes was a soldier attacked by 
youths who put out his eyes with a knife, said 
a traveler who has proved coosisteatly reli- 
able in the past. He dedined to be identified. 

Some 400 stndents, induding many girls. 


were arrested dmiDg tiie series of demonstra- 
tions that were triggered by Soviet firing on 
the eve of the 1978 leftist coup anniversaxy, 
he said, quoting a govemmeiti InfonnanL 

“Death to (Soviet President Le^iicQ 
Brezhnev," prc^ters reportedly chanted 
“Russian be^ go home, we mU figfrt ontil 
only one A^an lives." 

Another rqiort received here said the 
bloodiest inddent occurred when stndents 
attempted to storm the residence of Com- 
merce Minister Muhammad Khan Jalalar on 
Wednesday. Security forces fired killing 
some 20 youths most of them ^Is. 

The (Usturbances were descrfl?ed as the 
most violent in Kabul since a week d anti- 
Soviet denumstrations were put down last 
February witii an estimated 300 fatalities. 

Trouble first erupted on April 26, the day 
b^ore the coup aiutiversaiy, when an aimed 
Russian escort fired on st^ents throwing 
bricks and potatoes at an automobile carrying 
visitiiig Soviet Communist party secretary 
Mikhail V. Zimyainn, a Kabul source

A fervent mouse chase in a country without any

NEW YORK. May 2 — One thing I 
learned on my first virit to the People’s 
Republic is that Ae Chinese are as pecnlku' as 
I am when it comes to mice. Wi A Ae same 
fervor wiA wfaidi Aey <^aim to have rid 
themselves of gamblers, opium-smokers and 
dtizeiis engagiiig in premarital sex, Ae Chin- 
ese insist ttere aren’t any mice in f7»lna any-; 
more. “ Away wiA all pests," Chairman 
Mao decreed in his late'5Qs campaign against 
rodents, ffies, mosquitoes and sparrows. 
“ Our force is irresistable. " 

1 did not arrive in China harboring second 
Ao^ts about Mao's Aoughts. Indeed, I 
believed that Ae “people’s struggle" 
against the *’ four pests " had been victori- 
ous. mudb tike Ae smashing of an even more 
inAmous quartet two decades later — unA I 
opened my hotel room door one fateful mght 
in Shao^iai and saw streaking across Ae 
floor. 

The right of Ae mouse filled me wiA 
petty-bourgeois anxiety. 

To quote Mao again, “ We are all products 
d our historical cmiditions. " And as a pro- 
dact of my historical conditions — dtified, 
soAe wouldsay” capitalist decadent" —my 
appredaticn d Ae natnial order does not 
extend to Ae family Rodenlia. 

Mindful that mass motnlization is Ae tradi- 
tional Chinese af^iroadi to problem-solving, 
I reported the mouse to five hotel porters. 
The attendants rushed to Ae room but 


despite an inteasive searbh-and-destrqy mi»- 
rion, Aey failed to turn up Ae mouse.

Yugoslavia where be has been treated since 
Jan. 12. The center is considered by doctors 
to be Ae most advanced in eastern Europe. 

Tito is said to be suffering from liver, lui^ 
and digestive tract ailments. Western doctors 
say be has been kqit afive Ity a kidney 
machine. 

The affiictknis began appearing shortiy 
after doctors anqnuated his left leg early in 
tire year. Tito was .s»rffe«ng drculatory prob- 
lems at Ae time. 

Western obs^ers have ^leculated that 
doctors are trying to keep the president alive 
at least unA May 25, Ae national holiday 
celebrating his ttM. Tito’s actual birthday is 
May 12, but a wartime paperwOTk mista^ft 
put h later.
